She was tall and 
robust, and it was evident that she 
had fought for her life. One eye 
was discolored and there were 
marks on the head and body.

Told to Shut Up.

Another came over 
to me and said, ‘If you try to rap 
to (identify) any of us we'll blow 
your head off.’ 

‘“‘Tet’s do it now.’ one of the 
men said, sticking his revolver in 
my face.

One of them 
took the key from my car and told 
me he'd leave.it at the foa# of a 
lamp post near by. As he left my 
ear he said not to worry about 
Connor, that all they wanted was 
his money.” 

Owens said he did not believe 
the men were local “red hots” as 
most of the local police characters 
know Connors and his followers 
and would not be driven to the 
necessity of asking names. He 
said none of the men was masked, 
but one of them held a handker- 
chief to his face during some of 
the proceedings. 

Reported to Police. 

The kidnaping was reported to 
the police by Robert Walker of the 
Walker-White Posting Co.,: In 
which Connor is associated. After 
the kidneging Jean found his key 
at the foot of the lamp post as 
the kidnaper had promised and 
drove to Walker's home at 5004 
Sutherland avenue. Walker is a 
brother-in-law of Connor and a 
former deputy sheriff. 

Connor has been a well Known 
figure in county gambling circles 
for some years. He formerly oper- 
ated a craps«game at Joe Gon- 
nelia's place on Olive street road.

“We think it entirely plain that 
the act of 1922, unreasonably in-

View of Constitutional Phase. 

“As often jeretofore pointed out 
rights guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion may not be abridged by legis- 
lation which has no reasonable re- 
lation to some purpose within the 
competency of the State. 

“The fundamental theory of lib- 
erty upon which all governments 
in this Union repose excludes any 
general power of the State to stan- 
dardize its children by forcing them 
to accept instructions from public 
teachers only. 

“The child is not the mere crea- 
ture of the State: those who nur- 
ture him and direct his destiny 
have the right, coupled with the 
high duty, to recognize and pre- 
pare him for additional  obliga- 


tions,”’ 


Keen Interest in Case. 

In educational and religious cir- 
cles keener and wider interest was 
shown in the attack upon the cons 
Stitutionality of the Oregon public 
school law than in any other con- 
troversy which reached the 
preme Court in recent years. 

IAke most states, Oregon has a 
compulsory education law which 
requires children to attend school, 
and prescribes the course cf study. 
The right to enforce such regula- 
tions has not been seriously ques- 
tioned in the courts. But in 1922 
the voters of Oregon, 115,596 to 
103,685, went a step further, and 
enacted a law

Flames Trap Many. 

The town itself was almost en- 
tirely destroyed, only the wall and 
a few houses remaining intact, the 
‘letter disclosed. Hundreds of per- 
in the flames 
followed the first * shocks. 
Four or five neighbouring towns 
also suffered severely. 

“The worst shock lasted five or 
six seconds,’ the priest wrote. “Tt 
was night. Most of the priests in 
Talifu were gathered in the Catho- 
lic residence. About 9:30 o'clock 
shocks occurred, followed by 
another which cracked the house 
in two.” 

The letter tells how the priests 
rushed for the open while walls 
fell all about them. From a near- 
by garden they looked upon an 
area of destruction, in. which fires 
soon began breaking out. 

“We left the garden wondering 
how we could help the unfortunate 
people buried under the fruits or 
trapped in the flames,’ the letter 
went on. 

Describes Burning Town. 

The streets were choked with 
debris. I ventured out into the 
city and managed to reach 
place where the fire was the fierc- 
est. Gen. Li was there with his sol-

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Turkish Newspaper; Editor Is 
_ Banished to Desert for Life 


Severe Punishment Meted Out to Foremost 
Turkish Journalist of the Day, Who 
} Criticised Government. 


Post-Dispatch. 
LONBON, May 15.—Hussein 
Jahid: Bey, the editor of the Con- 
stantinople Tanin, and foremost 


on May 7 condemned by a special 
Turkish court to “perpetual banish- 
ment” and ordered to serve his 
sentence at Chorum, half-way be- 
tween Angora and Samsum. In 
comménting editorially upon this, 
the London Times remarks that 
“the charge that Turkey is relaps- 
ing into sheer barbarism and that 
it instinctively repels the real. ele- 
ments of modern progress are be- 
coming a little difficult to com- 
bat.”’ 

Chorum is in the heart of the 
desert lands of Asia Minor. 

A remarkable story of the high 
devotion to duty displayed by this 
Oriental journalist was told in con- 
nection with his trial and convic- 
tion in Constantinople. In effect it 
appears that while Hussein Jehid 
Bey, who is conceded to be a 
staunch patriot, was a supporter of 
the Angora Government, he never 
abandoned the contention that he 
was privileged to criticise that Gov- 
ernment. , 

Hussein Jahid Bey’s career has 
been distinguished by complete 
devotion to Turkey, by his alert 
intelligence and high journalistic 
talent. He is one of the Turks 
who would bring the Turkish nation 
to the level of the European and 
Occidental Powers. 

Full Explanation Made. 

This astonishingly severe sen- 
tence, which was inflicted in virtue 
of Article 17 of the new law for 
the maintenance of order, the Lon~ 
don Times continues, was dovwbt- 
less largely due to the nature of 
the defense made by Jahid Bey, 
who, after giving full explanations 
as to the personal charges brought

He wins his matches 
while the public yawns politely 
behind its program and wonders 
when the real fun is going to be- 
gin. 

Berlenbach hits his foe and 
the dramatic finish usually hap- 
pens. Stecher wears his op- 
ponent down gradually until ex- 
haustion brings his victim. low. 

Of the two Stecher’ § should 
wear the longer, for his success 
is solidly grounded. Berlenbach, 
not a skilled boxer, must win or 
fall on the preponderance of his 
~punch. 


Lewis: Must Wait. 
hg STECHER has said that 


he would “pass up” Lewis if 
he won the crown from Zbysz- 
ko. Hence the “Strangler” will 
cool his heels outside the cham- 
pion’s door, for some time, if 
Stecher’s wishes: are followed. 
Lewis made Joe wait four years 
and in vain for a match. 

Now it’s Stecher’s turn.

NEW AMATEUR CODE 


By the Associated PER. 

PRAGUE, Czecho-Slovaktia, June 
1.—The Olympic technical congress 
has decided to establish an obliga- 
tory Olympic amateur status. Fail- 
ure of an athlete of any nation to 


comply with the regulation will 
automatically —- him from com- 
petition in Olympic games. The 
decision was reached cn a motion 
of Col. Robert M. Thompson, presi- 
dent of the American Olympic Com- 
mittee. 

The precise conditions ef the 
amateur status will be voted on to- 

y. 

Gustavus T. Kirby, United. States, 
read a report of the commission. 
The report concluded that “the 
amateur question” had become a 
matter of the life or death of the 
Olympic games. In this report he 
was supported by Gaston Vidal, 
former under secretary of state for 
sports in France. 

The congress also adopted a time 
limit of 15 days to three weeks for 
the holding of Olympic games. In 
addition it was decided that there 
should be a distribution of prises 
after each branch of the games 
has been completed.

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Simple Summer Candies 


By HANNAH WING 


OUSEWIVES have recently 
H discovered a new role of use- 

fulness for that ever versatile 
product, gelatin. Besides being an 
ever-ready dessertmaker and a de- 
lightful resort for salad materials 
and cold meat dishes, to say noth- 
ing of its usefulness in setting 
chilled soups and clearing hot ones, 
it provides a means of making 
quick and simple candies for spring 
and summer days. Some of the 
gelatin candies may even be made 
without cooking, so that the hottest 
day is no obstacle to candy mak- 
ing. 

Gelatin is used in those candies 
which one is inclined to credit only 
to the confectioner, such as Turk- 
ish paste and marshmallows. Not 
only may they be made at home 
but the addition of a little gelatin 
to other candies helps to give them 
a smooth, rich texture and to pre- 
‘vent graining and crystallization. 


Because gelatin forms ‘‘jellies’’ it) 


is used either as a firm jelly or 
in smaller amounts to 
to confections which wotdld not 
otherwise hold their shape. Among 
these may be mentioned fruit jelly 
chocolates, plum chocolates, apri- 
cot centers, pineapple jelly choco- 
lates, gum drops, cocoanut nougat, 
frozen cream chocolates and rose 
jelly gum drops. 

In certain bonbon creams 4a 
greater elasticity, too, results from 
the use of gelatin. 

Uncooked Marshmaliows. 

One cup sugar, one-third cup 
white corn syrup, six tablespoons 
honey. six :tablespoons’ gelatin, 
three-fourths cup boiling -water. 

Dissolve gelatin in boiling water. 
Then add syrup, sugar and honey. 
Stir without cooking until sugar 
is dissolved. Then add vanilla and 
beat with wire whip until very 
stiff. Spread in a pan that has 
been sprinkled with 4X  siigar. 
When firm cut into onejinch 
squares. Roll each piece in 4X 
sugar. Keep in tightly covered tin 
boxes. .
